The Utah Commission’s Expenses.

WASHINGTON, D. O., January 11.—The Utah 
Oommissioners are finding themselves in hot 
water. From what can be learned ofthe acts, 
duties and services performed by them, they 
have evidently had a very pleasant time at the 
expense of the public without accomplishing 
much. The Commissioners were appointed in 
1882 by President Arthur. They were: ex-Gov- 
ernor Ramsey, ex-Senator Paddock, ex-As- 
sistant United States District Attorney God- 
frey of Iowa; A. B. Carleton of Indiana, and 
Mr. Pettigrew of Arkansas. These gentlemen 
were not acquainted with the subject in- 
trusted to them and scarcely knew 
anything about the Territory of 
Utah, its Government and the Mor- 
mons, Their duties were simply to have 


0 e of appointment of r and 
‘om ne canvass 6 votes for 
members of all Territorial Legisiature-and the 
prevention of all Mormons voting or holding 
office. Their salaries were fixed at $6,000 each 
per annum, and 2 were allowed 515, 000 a 
ear for expenses of the commission for print - 
ng stationery ,cierical hire and rent, while $25, - 
000 was appropriated for the election expenses. 
The Commissioners have interpreted the act 
so as to allow them to charge the Government 
for personal expense, such as railroad fare, 
hotel board, meals, bus fare and even wash 
bills. Very little has been accomplished by 
the Commission. Scarcely one of the Com- 
missioners has remained more than two 
months continuously in Utah. They pay fre- 
quent visite to Washington and render an ac- 
count of the cost of the trips to the 
Treasury Department. They do not to- 
ether, but travel in pairs or singly. 
‘hey charge for sleeping berths, railroad fare 
and meals, and draw regularly their $5,000 a 
year. Sometimes they go on shorter excur- 
sions and foraging expeditions. Here is one 
voucher on file in the Auditor’s office. It is 
from Commissioner Godfrey: 

August 29, 1885. Expenses from Salt Lake 
City to Des Moines, Ia., and return, from the 
meeting of the Utah Commission: Sleeping 
car fare, $8.75; railioad.fare, $4.25; meals en 
route, $5.25; bus fare, I. 

In September last year, Commissioner Pad- 
dock took a fying trip to Ogden. 
Here is his acccount: — -car, Ogden to 
Omaha, $8; seven meals, $13.50; omnibus at 
Salt Lake City, 25 cents; total, $21.95. Mr. 
Paddock’s board at Sait Lake City from July 12 
to September 9, 1885, cost the Government 
$145.60, These are a few samples of the per- 
sonal expense bills rendered by the Com- 
missioners. The most impudent one, how- 
ever, was a bill of $54.38 for laundry expenses 
for 1888. 0

Information About Appointments.

The a pointmen 
of these gentlemen is then made and the 
head of the eopertmens knows no more about 
the reason for it than do the applicants for the 
office who were disappointed. The papers on 
file in the department would give no 
clew to the reasons for removal 
or appointment. Again, the Pres- 
ident in a certain case may have passed over 
a number of candidates with long petition» 
and appointed a rank outsider, aman without 
a paper on file.

THY BAD END OF THE KANSAS CITY PAS-

Dying Under the Influence of Chloroform in 
Church—The 


Trinity Episcopal Church is on the north-

Concerning the deceased’s meeting with 
Bishop Robertson, already referred to in this 
article, Mr. Betts said: Tha Bishop gave 
Father Jardine but the barest time to formu- 
late an application for a rehearing, declaring 
when he announced his decision on last Tues- 
day that the application would have to be 
made not later than Thuraday. So short a 
time was this forthe drafting of the motion 
that it was not until late Thursday night that 
@ presentable copy was drawn. As it 
was then very late it was decided it would be 
best not to disturb the Bishop's household at 
that hour, but to wait till 8 Accord 
ingly, at an early hour last Friday Father Jar - 
dine went to a messenger office, but, finding 
no boy in and yy o be as prompt as pos- 
sible, went to the Bishop’s house himself. 
When the bell was answered the servant girl 
refused to accept the paper, and, as if pre- 

ared beforehand, saidthe Bishop would be 
own in a few minutes. Father Jardine, 
though disliking to meet the Bishop, saw 
that his ony recourse was to wait. 
In about ten minutes the Bishop came down 
with two notes and refused to take the paper,

FATHER JARDINE’S HISTORY. 

Rev. Henry D. Jardine was born in Canada 
West in 1843. After Penn ears 
he was employe as a clerk. hen 
17 years old he burglarized his 
employee 9 store, in Rochester, N. Y., 
an for this served two years in 
the Penitentiary. After leaving prison hebe- 
came a Private tutor in Now York City, and 
worked as a reporter on the metropolitan 
dailies. He felt called toenter the ministry, 
which he did in 1875 after graduating from 
@ seminary. He came to the Ohurch 
of the Good Shepherd, St. Louis, in 
August, 1875. He was ‘‘high church’’ to an 
extreme and was always in hot water because 
of it. He went to Kansas City in 1879. In 1884, 
after a quarrel with bis vestrymen, charges 
were preferred against him and the great war 
broke out. He sued a Kansas City paper for 

000, but the case never came trial. 

e then sued a vestryman, Mr. Shea, for pre- 
ferring c es of immorality, but a jury ac- 
quitte hea. Then came the ecclesiasti- 
cal trial of last fall, which has been published 
fully in the Post-DIsPaTCH. Father Jardine 
has been an habitual user of narcotics, and 
some months was found insensible on a 
train from chloroform.

LORD CHURCHILL’S IRISH PROPOSALS RE- 
JECTED BY THE GOVERNMENT. 


Gladstone’s Present Attitude on the Irish 
Question—Important Meeting of Parnell- 
ites—A Basis of Settlement by the Confer- 
ence of the Powers—Fears for the British 
in Burmah—The German Spirits-Monopoly 
Bill—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 

Lonpon, January 11.—The Cabinet met on 
Saturday. It is generally believed that Church- 
hill’s advanced Irish proposals have been re- 
jected, and that the Government will simply 
introduce a bill greatly extending local gov- 
ernment, but extending it to Great Brittain and 
Ireland ahke. The Government also have 
ready a variety of other legislative pro- 
posals, but it is needless to say that these 
are little more than a farce, as all must turn 
on the Irish question. It is certain that the 
above scheme won't meet with Parnell’s ac- 
ceptance. For the moment the question, 
therefore, is what Gladstone willdo. There 
will be an important and strictly private meet- 
ing of the Liberal leaders to-night, but Glad - 
stone is very unlikely to submit further pro- 
posals until in office. If he takes office he will 
do so in order to settle the Irish question. The 
result, then, cannot be foretold. 
Hartington has declared that he won’t budge. 
Chamberlain is still undecided. The Dike af- 
fair will not be settled before the end of the 
month, at the earliest. The rank and file of 
the Liberal party are at sixes and sevens on 
the Irish question, but this will not be the first 
time that Gladstone has brought order out of 
political chaos. No Parliamentary progress 
will be made till Thursday week, Till then an 
unsatisfactory period will be occupied by 
swearing in members, in the interchanges of

BERLIN, January 11.—Kmperor William has

The Federal States appoint the re- 
Restauranters, etc., by apecial favor, 
will be allowed to sell spirita obtained from 
the monopoly without — to prices enacted 
by the State retailers, ossession of braunt- 
wein by private persons above a specified 
minimum will be a penal offense; also im- 
portation of raw or refined spirits, Com- 
munes will be empowered to add 50 per cent to 
the monopoly selling price. The bill, if 
passed, will go into operation in August, 1888.

Some Moderation from the Excessive Cold 


—Delayed Trains. 

Although the Signal Service predict a grad- 
ual moderation of the extreme cold the prob- 
abilities are that it will be two or three days 
at least before the extra covers can be taken 
from the beds or the night watches at the fire 
abandoned.

At Atlanta the thermometer has remained 
steadily at zero, and degs. above has been 
the average through that section, which is 
usually kept above freezing point by the winds 
from the Gulf stream.

A BAD BILL. 

We have already called attention to 
some of the provisions which should in- 
sure the defeat of Senator CULLOM’s Pos- 
tal-Telegraph bill. It is a bill to pay Mr. 
JAY GOULD anywhere from $100,000,000 to 
$200,000,000 for atelegraph plant that can 
be duplicated for $20,000,000. Just when 
Mr. GOULD sees that his Western Union 
monopoly cannot much longer stand the 
strain of buying up the competing lines 
that succeed each other faster than he 
can buy them, and just when his over- 
loaded concern is struggling witha new 
brood of competitors that have no load to 
carry, Mr. CULLOM introduces a bill to 
enable Mr, GOULD to unload the property 
on the Government at five or ten times its 
cost and value. Not only this, but the 
bill actually contains a provision which 
practically limite the purchase to the 
Gould property, and forbids the purchase 
of rival lines that may offer the Govern- 
ment a newer and better plant for less 
money. The provision that no line shall 
be purchased which has not paid expenses 
means this and nothing more. It means 
that the companies that have dared 
to compete with Mr. GOULD’s lines 
shall be left to compete with the 
Government after the latter shall have 
purchased Mr. GOULD’s property at a 
fancy price, to prevent it, too, from be- 
coming worthless under Government com- 
petition. The Government has the right 
to take any and all the telegraph lines it 
needs for postal service at the cost of du- 
plica ting the same. It is not bound to 
take any that it does not need. To take 
all existing lines at the cost of duplica- 
tion would be generous enough. But to 
pay any more for any line would be unjust 
to the public, and to buy out Mr. GOULD 
and crush his rivals under a Government 
monopoly would be too flagrantly unjust 
and too mean to please anybody but Jay 
GOULD and Crus FIELD. The more we 
study it the more we are satisfied that this 
Cullom bill is Mr. GOuULD’s chef d’euwvre, 
the most gorgeous and the most Satanic 
job that ever originated in his scheming 
brain.

WHAT WE SUFFER. 

The Kansas City Times of the 9th inst. 
publishes an elaborate article comparing

Not only this, but the 
Southwestern pool gets, on through ship- 
ments from Kansas City to New York via 
Chicago, 84 cents for the haul of 489 miles 
to Chicago, while the Trunk Line pool gets 
only 75 cents for the haul of 1,000 miles 
from Chicago to New York. The article 
also shows that the Southwestern pool 
pays $1,342,000 a year in subsidies to sun- 
dry Western roads for maintaining rates.

Only the great cities de- 
rive any benefit from competition, and 
that benefit comes to them in such an ir- 
regular and spasmodic way, when pools 
break up in a row, that it does not com- 
pensate them for the damage done to the 
general trade of the country by the ex- 
tortions and discriminations imposed upon 
ay business’’ to bolster up stock-water- 
ing ‘operations and to favor parasitic en- 
terprises which the managers attach to 
every railroad. Every share of watered 
stock in the United States, and every 
private business owned by railroad men 
and favored with special facilities and ad- 
vantages, 
come for such legislation, State and Na- 
tional, as will compel railroads to keep 
within reasonable and equitable bounds 
in their charges and discriminations.

The Jail of a Pennsylvania Town Be- 
S gleged by Crazy Men. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DiSPaTCcH. . 

Howmspaty, PA., January 11.—The Hones- 


| dale Jail has had a run of lunatics during the 


past week, Previous to the run, it contained 
ons whose insanity led to one of the most 
frightful tragedies on record and another who 
had made a desperate attempt to commit mur- 
der. The first of the week’s arrivals was John 
Howde, who administered poison to his three 
children and then shot each one through thé 
head,’ The second is George N. Walker of 
Ledgedale. He imagined that J. A. Fanning, 


Postmaster at Ledgedate, had robbed him of 
money, He called Fanning out of his house 
at midnight and tried to brain him with an 
axe, but was overpowered and brought to 
Honesdale Jail. Walker had been but a short 
time in his cell when William Grover of Texas 


Township appeared at the Jail greatly excited. 
He told County Treasurer Murray that he ha 
been followed for days by a number of men 
who wanted to kill him, and begged to be 
locked up so that he would be safe from them. 
Not long after Grover received rs in the 
Jail, Robert Ward, an eccentric genius of 
Bethany, knocked for admittance at the 
prison, Ward has been known through 
the country for years as a marvelous mimic 
and delineator of humorous characters. 
imitation of the peculiarities of accent and 
manner of well-known persons never failed to 
CONVULSE THE LARGE AUDIENCES 
that always assembled in the barrooms of the 
village taverns whenever it was known that the 
mimic wasin town. Ward was able to keep 
the crowd entertained of a night that daylight 
often stole in at the tavern windows before its 
presence was suspected, and found every one 
resentwho had dropped in during the evening. 
Besides this peculiarity of his genius, Ward 
had for years been earnestly engaged in solv- 
ing the problem of perpetual motion. He had 
made a machine of great ingenuity, which 
probably came as near being perpetual as any 
similar contrivance, but like all its prototypes 
it was lacking in some feature, For twenty 
years Ward had studied 1 and experi- 
mented faithfully to overcome this little tall. 
ing, but although the problem still remained 
unsolved, his faith that he was destined to be 
the means of solving it never faltered. 
For some weeks past has 
acted strangely. It was noticed 
that he brooded a great deal, which was en- 
tirely contrary to his genialnature. He would 
ar in a curious way at his wife and children 
or halfan hour at a time, and seemed to be 
deliberating seriously. He would shake his 
head and bury his face in his hands after these 
strange inspections of the members of his 
family, and then go hurriedly out of the house 
muttering: ‘‘No, no, no; I mustn’t do it.“ 

On Wednesday, after a spell of this kind, he 
suddenly sprang to his feet, rushed out of the 
house, and ran atthe top of his speed down 
the road toward Honesdale. This was the day 
he came to the Jail panting and perspiring. 

„Sheriff, he exclaimed, lock me up, for 
God's sake! Something has been telling me 
for a long time that I can’t finish the aye 
motion machine until I put my family out of 
the way. Lock me up; lock me up; they 
mustn't die!“ 

Ward was placed under restraint, and he 
will doubtless be sent to some asylum. About 
the time that Ward was admitted to the Jail, 
the Constable of Mt. Pleasant Township 
brought James P. McCabe of Preston a pris- 
oner to the Jail. He had been committed to 
await trial on acharge of murdering his friend 
and A Michael Reilly, by chopping 
him to pieces with an axe to get possession of 
$150. For varied and startling personality of 
inmates, it is not likely that any local prison 
in the country can equal the Honesdale Jail at 
the present time. 


CREMATION. 


The Buffalo (N. .) Clergy Divided on the 
Question of Burial,

SENATOR SAWYER’S SHREWDNESS. 


How a New York Team Driver Laid the Basis 
of a $2,000,000 Fortune. 


Senator Sawyer of Wisconsin 2 a 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Sun, is one of the shrewdest politi- 
cians in Congress, and has had just the 
training to make him a hard fighter ina 

olitical campaign. Though born on the 

ermont side of Lake amplain, the 
most of his early years were spent at 
Crown Point, in New York, then the cen- 
ter of the lumber trade of the Lake region. 
He received there an ordinary common 
school education, but stopped school-going 
my in life to earn the means of support- 
ing himself. He regarded it asa piece of 

eat good fortune when he was en ed 

y Messrs. Penfield & Hammond, lumber 
merchants, to drive one of their teams for 
$12a month. Even on this salary he man- 
aged to lay by several hundred dollars in 


the course of ten or twelve years, and in 


1847 he took what he had and started for 
the West. 

About that time the Government adver- 
tised a sale of extensive timber lands in 
Wisconsin Territory. Youn Sawyer, 

rofiting by his experience with the lum- 

ermen of New York, sent surveyors over 
the whole tract, who picked the most de- 
sirable lots and made memoranda of 
He then offered to give the benefit 
of his information to some New 
York land speculators in return for a 
share in the profits, and his offer was at 
once accepted. Meanwhile speculators 
from Boston arrivel on the ground and 
discovered what had been done. Know- 
ing that his backers did not have capital 
enough to get control of the best lands, 
Sawyer proposed to the Boston ies 
that they join him and his friends and 
share equally with them. But they de- 
clared that they would rather have a 
bare bone and have it to themselves than 
share with any body else.’’ However, it 
was too late for them to have the land 
surveyed as Sawyer had done, and the 
only recourse was strategy. 

The sale began at about 11 o’clock in the 
day. Wheneveragood lot was offered 
Sawyer putin his bid, which was imme- 
diately raised by the party from Boston. 
Much to his chagrin some of the tracts on 
which he had most set his heart passed 
thus to the rival speculators. This hap- 

ened so often that he could not fail to see 

at he was 1 used as a very conven- 
ient cat’s paw. Accordingly, at 12 o’clock 
he asked that the sale be urned until 
2 B. m., as he had important business to 
attend to and was very anxious to be 
present atthe auction. This all parties 
agreed to. 

When the sale was re-opened at 2 o’clock 
Sawyer had a friend fully instructed to 
bid in the choice lots while he led the ene- 
my astray. * 4 the afternoon, 
said Senator Sawyer, in telling the story 
the other day, my man got hold of about 
25,000 acres of first-class timber land, 
while I had a bad lot of about 5,000 acres 
left on my hands. The profits from that 
day’s purchase formed the basis of Sena- 
tor Sawyer’s fortune, now estimated at 
two milliona of dollars. The sto as a 
whole illustrates the shrewd qualities of 
the man and furnishes an assurance to his 

litical friends that he will not be ousted 

rom his seat in the Senate without a 
shrewdly planned resistance. 

The occasion of the Senator’s recent 
repetition of the story was his meeting at 
lunch, the other day, with Mr. Daniel 
Turner, the father of Ross Turner, the 
artist. At the time when young Sawyer 
was working for Penfield & Hammond at 
Crown Point, Turner was a printer ina 
town a few miles north of there, and was 
slightly acquainted with Sawyer. A few

efforts to retain his place, Senator Sawyer 
became one of the strongest advocates of 
Turner’s confirmation, and advocacy 
which was successful in — of the vigor- 
ous opposition of Roscoe Conkling.

Your readers are 
familiar with the character and work- 
ings of this theatric school, on 
whose 86 have been presented 
many of the foremost actors and many of the 
greatest plays. Is the establishment of such 
an institution practicable in America? Why 
not? It exists in Republican France, and why 
not in Republican America? 
‘*The morality of the stage, I say morality, 
has notning to do with art and must not enter 
into Consideration with it. The auditor at the 
theater has no reasonable interest in the actor 
asaperson; he is concerned only with the 
character which the actor is portray Still, 
1 say that 1 believe the lives of actors 
and actresses to be quite as moral 
as that of people insociety. Women of the the- 
ater indulge in no more flirtation than those 
of the grande monde. They are certainly 
forced to be more careful of their reputation. 
They are in such conspicuous position that 
their slightest indiscretion is noticed and 
commeted on, while the society woman—welil, 
perhaps after the third offense people will 
5 their shoulders. I confess 
that the actress is exposed to many tempta- 
tions thgt her more aristocratic sister ¢s- 
capes, but, then, if a girl wants to be 
good temptation don’t count for much, 
and if she does not want to be, well—’’ a toss 
ofthe head finished the sentence. Still, 
she continued, ‘‘the personal characteristics 
of the actress are probably closely associated 
in the mind of the average auditor with her 
dramatic impersonations. 
MART ANDERSON 
must possess a certain charm by virtue of her 
beauty and her beautiful purity. Do not un- 
derstand me to attribute her success, and she 
has achieved success, to these qualities alone. 
Considering the faulty dramatic schooling 
which iss Anderson had during 
early years of her career 
er work remarkable, and

that Miss Anderson lacks warmth. She only 
wants the gift of tears. Her life has been too 
happy aut pleasant heretofore. She must 
suffer and know pain.

It is of 
use in its way, of course. The little pieces of 
‘business’ are the tricks of our trade, But 
they are onl tricks after ali, 
The actor who employs them is 
said to show an ‘attention to 
minute detail,’ andin the admiration for this 
superficial cleverness it often happens that too 
little regard is paid to the more pregnant 
feature of the work—the intellectual concep- 
tion ef the character as a whole. It is the in- 
ner comprehension of the character as an in- 
dividuality that distinguishes what is actually 
good ng, everything else should be sec- 
a nd there is one thing more 
that would say in the interest of 
dramatic art, remarked Mme. Mod- 
jeska in conclusion of a talk that 
needs, perhaps, for full approbation, the ex- 
qulsite accent of the speaker, the charm of her 
magnetic . ality and that indefinable 
something that belongs to women of her tal- 
ents. ‘‘Do not discourage amateurs from en- 
tering the profession of the stage. Generally 
these amateurs are persons of culture, and 
their presence can only serve to bring the 
theatric art to a betterment. We have much 
to hope from them. ‘Amateurish’ is not a 
term of reproach tomy mind when applied to 
a young actor.

He Answers in Another Court. 

The divorce case of Helena Kuchner against 
Adam Kuchner, was dismissed to-day in Judge 
Lubke’s court for good cause, the defendant 
having taken a change of venue to the bar of 
the Criminal Court. He is behind the jail bars 


for killing his wife soon after the filing of her 
divorce suit. Mrs. Kuchner was a widow with 
five children when Kuchner married her, and

A Special Verdict Case. 

Judge Lubke rendered a decision of some im- 
portance under the recent act providing forthe 
submission of special issues by the court to the 
jury inthe form of interrogatories. Itis the 
case of Oscar P. Hedges et al. vs. Moses M. 
Broadwell and John W. Sutherland, wherein 
the joint motions of defendants in arrest of 
judgment and for new trial were overruled. 
The principal question was the one pre- 
sented upon the response of the 
jury to the third special issue 


submitted at the instance of the defendent 
Broadwell. The ündings upon all the special 
issues were consistent with the general ver- 
dict, The finding upon the third special issue 
was evasive or so far informal] that it must be 
regarded as no finding at all upon that issue. 
This would entitle the defendant Broadweii to 
anew trial, provided it appears that if the 
jury had answered this in ag aged with a 
negenv? such answer would have been de- 
cisive of the case in favor of Broadwell not - 
withstanding the general verdict. 

An examination of the instructions asked by 
the defendant Broadwell and given show that 
they did not authorize the jury to find their 

eneral verdict for him if they found the 

acts in his favor which this third issue 
resented. The third instruction given for de- 
endant Broadwell was predicated upon these 
facts,and told the jury that these facts by 
themselves would not make Broadwell a part- 
ner with Sutherland or liable upon any con- 
tract between the latter and plaintiffs. here 
were other elements in the case shown by the 
evidence which authorized a general verdict 
inst Broadwell. 
he Court ought not to have submitted to the 
jury this third igue, The failure of the jury 
to answer it properly worked no harm to 
Broadwell. It is held that the failure of the 
Court to compel an answer to any special issue 
is in effect a withdrawal of the question and is 
the same as {ff the Court had refused to submit 
it in the first instance. 

To entitle a pasty to a submission of an 
special issue it must be so framed that the 
answer to it, it in his favor, will overthrow the 
general verdict. 


The Walker Estate Case. 

Judge Thayer rendered a decision to-day in 
the case of John G. Priest vs. Gilbert M. Spier 
etal. The amended petition does not show 
that the defendants or their ancestors have
